Mason Sir George Cumine Strahan, Go- 
vornor-in-Ohief of the Windward Iatands, 
who bas just received the honour of knight- 
hood, and been invested by Her Majosty 
with the insignia of a Knight Commander 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. Georg 
was born about the year 1839. He ented 
the Army as Heutenant in the Royal 
Artillory in 1857, was promoted to a cap- 
tainoy in 1971, and became major in 1878.

DEATH FROM EXOESSIVE 
DRINKING, 


An inqnest was held this afternoon, at 
the Government Ciyll Hospital, before G, 
8. Northcote, Acting Coroner, and F. de 
S4, J. T. Lants, and Max Paquin, a jury, 
on the body of Ng Man Tsal, when the fol- 
lowing evidence was heard :— 


Dr Marques sald: The body of the de- 
ceased was brought here last Saturday. 1 
examined it yesterday morning. It ts that 
f a young man about 20 years old. I saw 
fia patches on tho chest and on the 
back. On oponing the body, I found both 
lunge much congested, the left one more s0, 
the ploura adhering to it. Thoro was nome 
tednozs on the walla of the stomach. The 
spleen was o little enlarged. The viscera 
wasinanormalstate. There was no smell 
ofalcohol. Isboutd say from the appearance 
of the body that death was caused from 
congestion of the lungs, When the man 
wos brought here it was siated that death 
had resulted from an over dose of alcohol, 
Excessive drinking would bring on conges- 
tion of the lungs. It would not be neces- 
sary for this that deceased should have 
been a habitual drunkard. There was very 
{little fluld in the stomach. Tho livid 
patches might have been oaused by the state 
of the lungs, There were no marks of 
violence on the body, The marks on the 
body may havo been ocansed by rubbing 
with cash, 


Chun Akow, a widow sald that on the 
7th her adopted grandson, the deconsed, 
cawe to her boat about 8 o’clook a.m. 
Those on board the boat had just -fin- 
ished thelr morning meal. He said ho 
had just come from Shau-ki-wan, and 
in reply to a question said he had not had 
hia evening meal.

He then 
went to lie down, He drank too 
much sbparently. About 3 o'clock p.m. 
she saw his mouth full of phlegmand put 
her finger in hia mouth to take it out. 
She called him by his name, but ho did 
not answer her, She endeavoured to 
awake him, She thought he was very 
drunk. She threw water over him and 
stratched him with a cash, She got some 
hot tea and gave it him. He drank very 
little, Sbe poured it into his mouth, He 
then lay back and died soon after, She saw 
pergt. Staunton in a small boat in the 
harbour and sent some men to bring him. 
He came and saw the deceased and took 
him away. The jar prodaced with some 
aamebu in it was then on board her boat. 
Bome other people had been drink 
ing from it that evening. Witnesa doos 
not know how much was in it, nor 
how much he drank. She was alone 
in the boat when ho came. Ho did not 
look as if he had been drinking before he 
came to the boat, She gave him hot tea; 
nothing else. Deceased was in the habit of 
drinking ; he was very fond of drinking ; 
She had sometimes seen him the worse for 
drink before. She called no one to her 
ssalstance when dhe saw him dying, They 
had all gone off toa marriage ceremony. 

To the Inspeotor ; I went up the hill to 
get some herbs to give him, I gathered a 
kind of leaf which is a powerful stimulant 
and a very good thing for People who have 
been drunk. He drank very little of it. 
osmnotsay where I found the herb, 

Another witness spoke to the jar being 
half foll when he left the boat and no one 
had apparently touched it after thatsave the 
deceased. 1t was now about one-sixth full. 
The difference represented a large quantity 
of drink, 

Tho Jury were satisfied that the deceased 
died from congestion of the lungs brought on 
bf excessive drinking, and returned a ver- 
dict accordingly.

Witness came to the shop on the Slat Jaly 
and defendant came next morning, and re- 
mained with him the whole day, Defend- 
ant went away on the Zod instant and wit- 
ness on tho 3rd, 

To Mr Stokes witnoas said he had known 
defendant for 30 years. On the 7th inst. 
he saw him about & o'clock in the evening, 
in the Yune Ling. Witness came back to 
Victoria on the 7th, and on the same day 
be met the defendant by accldent. They 
were together during the whole of the 2nd 
inst. 

Yip Ui Oheung, the manager of the Lune 
Ling shop, ssid that on the 1st he saw de- 
fendant in the shop at9 am. He did not 
see last witness that day. 

To Mr Stokes :—He had dinner in the 
shop that day. Witness was unable to say 
if last witness was there. Defondant was 
in the shop the whole day. On the 3rd, 
witness beard that the defendant bad been 
falsely charged with selling prepared opium. 
Ohum Sik Wa, another shopman, was with 
defendant in the bop all day. There were 
always many men in the shop, the names of 
some of whom he did not know, 

To the Court :—Tho laat witnoss he did 
not know. Defendant bonght fish on the 
Ist inet., and took breakfast and dinner 
with witnoss. The last witness did not 
take breskfast at the same table, 

Tho case was further adjourned till 
Wednesday morning next, the 11th inat., 
at 10 am.

Ho Taat, a boatman, was fined in the 
sum of $10, in default, to suffer three 
weoka’ imprlaonmont with hard labour. 

GAMBLING. 

Twenty-one gambiors, in a batch, were 
convicted of frequenting an unocenpied 
houso at Hung Ham, ou the 8th fnstant, 
god wero each fined in the nominal sum of 
60 cents. His Worship explained at the 
same time the punishment was made so 
light, on account of its being a first offence, 
but they wore to understand, that if any 
of them wore brought up again for the 
same offence, a heavy penalty would be in- 
flioted. 


Another batch of eight persons was 
brought forward by Inspector Perry, on re- 
mand from Saturday lest, charged with 
publio gambling on the 6th instant. 

This was one of the usual cases in which
